recommended method calls for 
using first a coarse grade of 
sandpaper,

medium 
grade and finishing up with a 
fine grade. 
Deep dents and cuts need not 
be sanded dowrn smoothly. They 
will absorb more of the toner 
and 
will 
help 
produce 
a 
“distressed” 
effect. 
If 
a 
“distressed” finish isn’t wkat 
you had in 
mind, then fill 
scra’ches and mars with plastic 
wood filler. Whenit is dry, sand 
ti down smooth. After you have 
finished 
sanding, 
dampen 
a 
cloth with mineral spirits and 
clear all surfaces of dust. 
Phase Two 
When the piece is dry; apply 
the 
undercoat. 
This 
is 
the 
second 
phase 
of 
antiquing. 
F o l l o w the manufacturer’s 
directions exactly. Keep stirring 
the coating so that no pigment 
will settle at the bottom of the 
can. A wide, flat brush will 


serve you well in applying this 
undercoating. 
Just 
use 
long, 
smooth strokes and brush with 
the grain of the wrood. This will 
help assure an even coverage. 
Let this coat dry at least 12 
hours, preferably 
24. When it 
is dry, sand lightly and proceed 
to the next step. 
The third phase of antiquing 
is applying the toner. Stir the 
toner well using wooden paddle. 
Read the instructions carefully. 
Apply a thin coat of toner the 
same 
way you 
did the un­ 
dercoating, using a wide, flat 
brush to spread the toner on 
with long, smooth strokes. 
Suggested Step 
It’s wise* to paint carved trim 
and crevices first so that they 
will absorb more of the toner. 
This will add highlights to the 
piece. Let the toner set for IO 
to 30 minutes before beginning 
to rub. 
Rubbing tile finish is an art. 
Just use your imagination to 
find the right implement. It can j 
be cheese cloth, a dry brush, 
ar steel wool. For crevices and 
carving, 
rub 
with 
a 
cotton - 
tipped stick. Rub large, flat 
areas in long, even strokes. 
Begin with a light touch and 
apply more pressure as you go 
along. Experiment a bit — 
if 
you find the toner is too dry, 
dampen your cloth with mineral 
spirits. If rubbing shows the 
toner hasn’t set enough, then 
simply apply another coat of 
toner and wait a little longer. 
"When you’ve finished rubbing, 
let the paint dry completely. 
This 
will 
generally 
take 24 
hours. You may then apply a 
coat of clear varnish, if desired. 
Or wait a week and wax the 
surface.
